America's distaste for the war that was 
declmatincf Europe took a remarkable turn 
In December 1915, when Henry Ford em-

A newspaper story, reporting that 20,000 
men had been slain in battle the day before 
without even bringing about a change in posi- 
'tion, suddenly brought home to him how 
Utterly senseless the unoeasing slaughter was. 

In 1915 the famous Model T, which was 
bringing in millions of doUars of profit, had 
_ been on thb market for only six years, but

It had already made Ford rich enough to 
Indulge in expensive gestures. 

He chartered a small ocean liner to take 
an oddly assorted group of would-be peace- 
makers to Europe. And somehow the reck- 
less phrase, "We'll get the boys out of the 
trenches before Christmas" got around when 
Christmas was only a few weeks away. 

What had begun as a well-intentioned ef- 
fort -quickly degenerated into-farcc hepausft ,
